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broadcasting acworth they say the bulk of their contributions actually come from the big corporations in the

organizations which they form one particularly is called The Full Gospel business men's fellowship 
international now these are all fundamentalists including a hodgepodge of charismatic some and all that type 
Pentecostals and these in some parts of the country particularly in the sunbelt state this organization the full 
gospel business mans fellowship called the FGB mfi seemed like they'd come up with a better acronym than 
that anyway they're made up largely of people who manage the military-industrial complex President Reagan 
has close ties with the organization and a lot of his top advisors are from this organization and they're you 


know they believe in the armageddon and the second coming and we're in the last days and all like that so 
they these people have meetings from time to time some amor lo quita and foremost emblem are more 
highly organized but they have breakfast is breakfast where they talk about the coming of Jesus and how 
nuclear weapons will lead to the second coming of Jesus and so and so many of these people see
